IN IRISH JAILS. 


Some time ago the Irish-American “delegates issued a report on their recent 
visit to this country, in which they made a number of serióus allega- 
tions. The report, which was signed by Messrs. Walsh, Dunne, and 
Ryan, was sent to Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Lansing, and was also 
published in several newspapers. 

The Irish Government has now issued a categorical refutation of the allega- 
tions made by the delegates, which we print below.
